• Known as the Educational Television Stations Program Service (ETS/PS) 
when originally established in 1965 as an activity of the National Associa* 
tion of Educational Broadcasters (NAEB) 

• Became THE PUBLIC TELEVISION LIBRARY (PTL) in July 1971 when, 
upon recommendation of the NAEB, the Public Broadcasting Service (PBS) 
assumed responsibility 

• Administered by the Indiana University Foundation for PBS as a cooperative 
activity of the public television stations in the United States 



The Public Television Library was established as the national exchange library to select, 
acquire and distribute programs produced by individual public television stations. Asa 
national, centralized storage and retrieval system for public television programming, 
PTL seeks the enlargement of public access to PTV programs. 

The programs listed in this catalog-more than 1,800 television program units-were 
chosen by the PTL Program Selection Committee,i:om posed of representative PTV 
station program executives, for distribution by PTL.
